6s 34 higherdhan at the Close of last week; there was 
about an average business transacted, and quotations 
appeared to have been firmly sustained. 

Debentures of both denominations were entirely ne- 
glected. 

In Banks—Hibernians submitted to a drop of one half 
per share, and at the reduction closed weakly. Satur- 
day’s enhanced rate was steadty maintained in the case 
of Nationals, which wereemebapged for deferied trans- 
fer only. 

In — Securities operations were restricted 
to the City of Dublin Issue of 1833, which were nego- 
ciated for both cash and account delivery at a decline 
of one-eighth, and left off heavily atthe price. For At- 
lantics last rate was again ineffectually offered, an ad- 
vance of 7s 6d being, as previously, required by holders. 
Dundalk Steam continued on sale, but were not pressed, 
however. , 

In Mines—No change occurred in Barravores, which 
steadily sustained the tormer quoted price (9s). There 
was a decided recovery in buoyancy in Connorrees, 
which, at an improvement of 3s, left off in demand. 
General Mines receded one-eighth, but closed steadily. 
Mining Compauy ot Ireland stood a fraction better than 
last week, and ended with buyers at the quotation , in 
the two last instances, the transactions were for account 
only. A rapid upward movement was observable in 
Wicklow Coppers; they opened at an advance of ones 
half,and subsequently experienced a further rise to a 
similar extent, (he final rate indicating a total improve- 
ment of £1 10s per share, there being still offers to buy 
at the highest price. 

In Miscelleneous, but one security was operated in— 
viz. :—Alliance and Consumers’ Gas, which moved yp 
one-quarter, and left off steadily ; more being, however, 
procurable, 

In the Railway market, the chief alteration occurred 
in Cork and Bandons, for which a rise of one-quarter 
was readily obtained, more being required at the 
price. Great Southern Stock experienced a further 
falling off of one-eighth, and lett off rather heavily at the 
depreciation. Irish South-Easterns were steady, at 
their previous value (£5}). Midland Great Westerns 
were largely dealt in; the whole Shares realised the 
higtier price of Saturday, the Halves being exchanged 
for both immediate and deferred delivery, at an im» 
provement of one-eighth. Of Dublin and Drogheda 
Thirds there were sellers. Dublin and Wextords and 
Waterford and Limericks were both inguired for at 
previous rates respectively ; in the former case, an ad- 
vance of one-eighth was asked, aad in the latter sellers 
are still holding out for £25. 4 

There was only one quotation in Railwey Preference 
—viz,, that in Dublin and Wexford Six per Cents., 
which brought their former value (£12)) ; the market 
being, however, supplied at the quotation.

Tun present crisis in American politics ought to be 
an object of deep interest to us. “The prosperity or 
failure of the greatest experiment at Democracy the 
world ever witnessed is of infinitely more importance 
to us than the condition of Italy, the independence of 


titudes, among whom were many slayes, everywhere 
declared that if Colonel Fremont, his antagonist, 
were elected, the slaves would be made free. The 
slaves were thus taught by their owners to expect 
freedom if Colonel Fremont was elected, and then, 
being disappointed, they began-to conspire. Pathe- 
tically as Mr. Buchanan describes the miserable state 
of society in the South, he forgets to mention that as 
far as dread of a slave insurrection is concerned, it 
was worse in 1557, on the decision in the Dred Scott 
case becoming known. Then negroes were burned 
alive in torrorem; men, both black and white, were 
hung in rows; and then began that system of 
espionage and Lynch Law which has made the 
Southern States a hell upon earth. 

Mr. Buchanan anticipates, or rather hopes, that 
South Carolina, Georgia, and Alabama may form a 
nucleus of despotism, and he bids high to be chosen 
despot himself. He tells the Southerns, indeed, that 
the election of one man instead of another forms no 
just reason for secession, but he takes care, also, to 
let them know that they have just cause, not for 
secession, but for revolution, if the Northern States 
will not give their most cherished privilege, which 
theywwil not. 

But there is a strength even in the South which 
will not be led by Mr. Buchanan. There are men 
struggling hard to bring back the States to the high 
moral principles they hawe abandoned. Threats of 
secession have been uttered, but already they have 
died away. In 1857 these same Slave States proposed 
to march on Washington, to seize the archives, to 
take the Government into their own hands, and to 
engage in civil war. Their violence now is but a 
proof of the peril which surrounds their favoured 
institution. Slavery, as an institution, is doomed, 
whether the gradual decay of those who advocate it 
or the terrible uprising of three millions of negroes is 
to end it. The brand hurled by Mr. Buchanan has 
already fallen, smoking, indeed, but fireless,

Church, scarcely one possesses any claims to archi- 
tectural beauty. Some of our churches were evi- 
dently designed to be ornaments to the city. No 
architect could have intended that the Corinthian 
portico of St. Thomas’ should be surmounted by a 
hideous brick pediment. A rectar of St. Anne's 
once wished that the front of his church was painted 
green or blue, in order to convince the parishioners of 
its ugliness, and compel them to de something, The 
interiors of most of our churches resemble huge 
square boxes ; others, like that of St Mary's Chapel ot 
Ease, are like sepulchral vaults, conveying an idea 
of oppressiveness and suffocation. It is strange that 
around Dublin many Dissenting congregations pos- 
sess places of worship which display considerable 
architectural skill; gad, what is more extraordinary, 
embrace many of the details of cathedral forms. 
While the Establishment has copied Dissenting 
models, Dissenters have reproduced Saxon and 
Gothic exemplars. The Baptists and Presbyterians 
are erecting places of worship at Rathmines which 
are planned—externally, at least—on Church“ 
principles. It was quite time that parochial edifices 
should exhibit some of that taste and decoration 
which denominationalists so cleverly and elaborately

It has now been proved that the people of China 
have no sympathy with the tyrants who were guilty of 
this outrage and no hatred of us; that they are kept 
down by the mere force of the Tartar 


enemies ; and that the surrender was less 
the Goverament than the command of the . Our 
rage, however, had scarcely time to foam the cold 
drop fell which restrained it while rising and caused it 
to subside. That single decisive fact which has out- 
siripped all its attendant circumstances was then given 
to the public. We were then startled by the intelli- 
gence that after we had for fourteen days od 
Pekin the enemy had made complete submission 
and such reparation as can be made, We learnt 
that peace was already restored; the Treaty con- 
firmed and ratified ; and that the allied army, after 
three weeks’ possessioa of the capital of China, had 
departed from the city, The sudden gatisfaction this 
news creates is so great that we check ourselves in our 
anger, half in surprise aad half in joy. We remember 
that this Treaty wag made while both the Eag- 
lish and Fronch armies were yet burning with resent- 
ment at the treatment of their prisoners and the murder 
of their friends, and while Pekin was entirely at the 
mercy of the Allies. We cannot, therefore, doubt that

ALARMING Acorpent ON THE LONDON AND Nonru 
Wesreun RAILwAY.—A collision took place at an early 
hour on Sunday morning, at the Rugby station of the 
London and North Western Railway, involving serious 
damage to the property of the company, and occasion- 
ing considerable alarm and inconvenience to the passen- 
gers, but providentially unattended with fatal conse- 
quences. It appears the express mail train from Elin- 
burgh, due at Euston station at 4-20 a.m., on arriving 
at Rugby came into collision with a goods and cattle 
train which was at the moment being shunted into a 
siding (the accident occurring under very similar cir- 
cumstances to the recent disastrous affiir at Atherstone), 
by the force of which the trains were thrown off the 
metals, several of the cattle trucks were completely 
destroyed, and many of the oxen contained therein were 
killed. The line was obstructed ‘for some hours, and 
the arrival of the train in London delayed until 11-30 
am. The Irish mail and other trains were also conse- 
quently retarded, and did not reach their destination 
until long alter the appointed time.
